He noted that the Ikeya^Seld 
com et, named after two Japa­ 
nese amateur astronom ers who 
discovered it Sept. 28, was th* 
first major com et to approach 
the earth since H ailey's Comet 
cam e into view in 1910. 
H ailey's com et, how ever, fol­ 
low s an elliptical path and Is 
expected to reappear near the 
earth again in 1986. 
O bservers in the m id-Paciflc 
and Japan will see the new com et 
at its b n ,ille st when the sun's 
heat and intense radiation may 
break up the comet a s it p a sses 
about 
300,000

from 
the center of the sun.

WHAT DOES RIGHT TO WORK MEAN? 
In those states which have preserved the Right 
To Work, an employee enjoys his freedom to 
work at his occupation whether he is or is not 
a labor union member. 
Right To Work means that an employee cannot 
be forced to join or pay money to a labor union 
—or any other private organization—in order 
to get a job, or hold a job. 
Right To Work protects the basic right of 
individuals to choose either membership or 
non-membership in a labor organization. 
Right To Work does not interfere in anv way 
with legitimate union activity. 
It does not restrict the right of employees 
to organize and bargain collectively with their 
employers. 
Right To Work relates to only one issue: 
Compulsory Unionism. 
Whether unions in general are useful or harm­ 
ful is a question which is not relevant to the 
Right To Work issue. 
Rather, the only question posed by the Right 
To Work principle is whether an American 
citizen may be compelled lo join and make 
financial contributions to any organization— 
church, labor union, lodge or civic club—in 
order to get or hold a job. 
Right To Work laws enable union members 
to curb those individuals who would seize and 
misuse the power of union offices. 
The Employee’s fundamental American right of 
free choice is protected by Right To Work 
legislation.

The House 
did not act until after he entered. 
Congress has been much to compliant to 
Johnson’s wishes and passed far too much, 
hasty and unwise legislation during this session. 
May Johnson recover his health and Congress 
recover its sanity and may its deliberative 
qualities be restored in behalf of the American 
people.

IN FREE SPEECH 
It is frustrating at 
times to 
live In a democracy, for some 
people. 
In a dictatorship where free 
speech is prohibited, the man

harbors

Although 
drivers 
and pas­ 
sengers account for a substan­ 
tial majority of those killed in 
motor 
accidents, 
note the 
statisticians, pedestrians com­ 
pose an appreciable proportion 
of the victims — 7,500 of them 
a year being fatally injured, 
Falls, which account for nearly 
20,000 deaths a year, rank sec­ 
ond as a cause of death in all 
but a few states. In Massachu­ 
setts, Rhode Island and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, falls are the 
leading type of fatal injury. 
Fire and explosions, mean­ 
while, generally record 
their 
highest death rates in the South 
and the Southwest. More peo­ 
ple die of conflagration than of 
falls 
in 
South 
Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama, 
and Mis­ 
sissippi; the same is true in 
Alaska. 
The loss of life from drown­ 
ing and firearm accidents show 
i sim ilar geographic distribu­ 
tion — highest in the Mountain “ 
and southern areas of the New

and the lowest in the New 


England and Middle Atlantic 
states.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — The Secur­ 
ities 
and Exchange Commis­ 
sion, 
which is 
investigating 
whether stock speculators re­ 
ceived advance knowledge of a 
$2 billion contract award to 
Lockheed, may discover that 
the tipster was Lyndon B. John­ 
son. 
The President leaked the word 
to his Senate crony, Sen. Rich­ 
ard Russell, I>Ga., who strong­ 
ly hinted to Atlanta newsmen 
that 
the 
Lockheed plant at 
. Marietta, Ga., would get the. 
contract to build the new C-5A 
jet transport. 
He was careful not to say he 
had inside information, stress­ 
ing that he was “ hopeful" the 
$2 billion bonanza would go to 
the Georgia plant. But he left 
the implication that he knew 
more than he could put on the 
record. 
His rem arks made headlines 
in Atlanta, which helped touch 
off heiavy trading in aircraft 
stocks the day before the of­ 
ficial announcement. The At­ 
lanta clippings, it is now known, 
were circulated among brokers 
as far apart as New York’s 
Wall Street and San Francisco’s 
Montgomery Street. 
SEC sleuths are now trying 
to determine what was behind 
the trading splurge. They prob­ 
ably will find, if they carry the 
investigation beyond the White 
House doors, that the chief 
culprit wasn’t at all mindful of 
aircraft stocks but was merely 
trying to boost his political 
stock 
with 
the 
influential 
Georgian. 
It was Russell, more than any 
other power, who in 1953 made 
Johnson the Senate Democratic 
leader. Their close friendship 
became 
strained, 
however, 
after Johnson moved into the 
White House. 
Sensing 
Johnson's 
unpopu­ 
larity in the south, Russell 
ducked off for Europe during 
the 
1964 campaign. He was 
forgiven after the election and 
invited to the LBJ ranch for 
the full Texas treatment. 
PRESIDENT POUTS 
But the President was crushed 


when Russell on Aug. I spoke 
out against the Viet Nam build­ 
up. Russell declared that South 
Viet Nam had no strategic value 
and warned that the war would 
cost the taxpayers between $10 
and $12 billion a year. 
For a few days, the President 
pouted. Then he swallowed his 
hurt and began a campaign to 
win back the prodigal son. He 
beseeched Russell by phone, in­ 
vited him to dinner at the White 
House, smothered him with af­ 
fection. 
Within a month, Russell was 
giving out another interview in 
which he endorsed the P resi­ 
dent’s Viet Nam policies and 
agreed that the bombings might 
bring the Communists to the 
truce table. 
It was at a White House tete- 
a-tete, two days before the for­ 
mal 
announcement, 
that the 
President told Russell about 
the Lockheed contract. The ad­ 
vance tip permitted Russell to 
talk knowingly about the con­ 
tract in Atlanta and take some 
credit for bringing the $2 bil­ 
lion deal to Georgia. 
This is a solid political boost 
for Russell, who faces a chal­ 
lenge for his Senate seat next 
year from Gov. Carl Sanders. 
A 
moderate, Sanders 
cam­ 
paigned for the President in 
Georgia last year while Russell 
was playing it safe in Europe. 
Note; The SEC is checking 
rumors that insiders on Capitol 
Hill learned about the Lockheed 
contract in time to make a quick 
investment on the stock market. 
So far as is known, the only 
advance information was picked 
up 
accidentally by a 
House 
armed services committee staff 
member, who happened to be 
present when a Pentagon official 
received word of the contract 
six minutes before the 
an­ 
nouncement. The staff man did 
not, however, try to profit on 
his beat. 
MULTIPLYING 
BUREAUCRATS

Washington, D. C.: — Night- 
mare-mongers are the "in " 
professionals of the day. 
Their grim predictions 
of 
long breadlines of tattered men 
edging 
up to skidrow 
soup 
kitchens 
are the sophisticated 
conversation pieces of the hour. 
Their target is the automa­ 
tion business. Their Mephistop­ 
heles is the computer. But it 
keeps disappointing them and 
they may need to get them­ 
selves a new gloomdoom pro­ 
fession. 
For example, if the Labor 
Dept.'s newest statistics were 
realistically 
and 
frankly 
analyzed they would reveal that 
there are fewer persons unem­ 
ployed today than ever before in 
modern peacetime history. Yet 
there are a swiftly increasing 
number — 
in 
the tens 
of 
thousands — of electronic brain 
machines. 
Just about two years 
ago, 
at the last AFL-CIO national 
convention, there 
were 3.8 
million unemployed. Automa­ 
tion was charged with being a 
curse and a job destroyer. 
Yet today, as the national 
labor organization leaders {dan 
for their next biennial conven­ 
tion 
in December, there are 
2.8 million jobless. This is a de­ 
crease of virtually exactly one 
million jobless. 
But that's not the full story. 
Most of today's unemployed are 
"frictional." This means they 
have been looking for Jobs for 
a comparatively short period 
(though to be out of a job even 
for a week is a long time by 
my reckoning).

they are not down on their luck 
because of automation. 
Actually 
the brain-machine 
business has made jobs —about 
1.5 million of them — brand 
new ones in the cybernetics field 
itself. 
Look, for example, at General 
E lectric's experience. In 1956 
it's new computer division set 
up shop in a small office 
in 
Phoenix. Fifty persons 
were 
employed. 
Today the division 
with installations in Phoenix and 
Oklahoma City employs 8,000 
persons and that's just one com­ 
pany. 
GE, some years ago, devised 
the “ Time-Sharing” computer 
operation for Dartmouth college 
students. Now several firm s can 
share the same computer with­ 
out 
learning each 
other’s 
secrets. Soon it will be 
as 
standard as air conditioning. 
Sharing cuts costs. Today (as 
of July 1st) there are 25,000 
computers. Compare this with 
Just the few dozen in use during 


the early fifties. 
The data processing industry 
alone employs one million per­ 
sons compared with some 200,- 
OOO in 1947, Thomas J. Wat­ 
son, Jr., Chief Executive Of­ 
ficer of the International Bust-* 
ness Machines Corp., disclosed 
recently. 
He predicted this employment 
would probably grow to two 
million in the next five years. 
Noting that there are 800 
“ check-sensing system s" 
in 
American banks today, Mr. Wat­ 
son 
warned 
that 20 billion 
checks would flood American 
>anks annually by 1970. With­ 
out automatic machinery 
the 
money houses would have to 
hire every woman between 21 
and 45 years of age to prevent 
chaos. 
This is true, too, of Ameri­ 
ca's telephone industry. As it 
is, there is record bank and 
communications employment. 
Mr. Watson also predicted 
a vast electronic society hook­ 
ing banks to 
stores, gas sta­ 
tions, etc., which will operate 
on a card system . This will 
create a cashless society —and 
scores of thousands of new jobs. 
This is true in industry after 
unrelated to space shoots and 
war impulses. The commercial 
airlines, for example, report 
they will need another 50,000 
employes in the next four years. 
The steel, auto and transport 
union (except for those on the 
rails) report their strongest 
years. Conferences are being 
held to plan for the search of 
skilled and semi-skilled men. 
Yet the night ma re-mongers still 
cry aloud. 
One of labor’s most literate 
spokesmen, reflecting on the 
anguish of his own colleagues, 
asked the other day when 
he 
erm ined the newest employ­ 
ment statistics: 
“ How did it all happen? Why 
did not our researchers know 
of it? Why did they not anti­ 
cipate this? How can you trust 
their judgment when next they 
come up with data for a speech 
of national import and which 
all draw world attention?” 
Perhaps they all should heed 
the words of Tom Watson. 
He calls for a responsible 
dissemination of focts. 
“ . . . the greatest 
source 
of fear is ignorance," he said 
not too long ago. " a tiny candle 
gives 
misleading light and 
throws 
huge 
and 
ominous 
shadows. The sun at noon gives 
great light and throws 
no 
shadows. 
“ It is time to get this whole 
problem of men and machines 
under 
a 
blazing 
noonday 
beam. . . . I should like to see 
universities bring together 
in 
courses of conferences groups 
of scientists and journalists, to 
build a bridge between the world 
of the scientific expert and the 
world of the common man — to 
convert the words of the ex­ 
pert into the words of 
the 
layman.”

Wake On 14B Bill 


WASHINGTON 
AP — Labor 
chieftains a re holding a wake 
over the union shop bill put to 
rest in the Senate. 
While so me profess to detect a 
faint heartbeat that might be 
fanned to life next year, one top 
lal)or lobbyist summed up the 
feeling of most: 
“ It's dead — period.*' 
The bill, blocked by a Senate 
filibuster and shelved Tuesday 
for the session by Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield of Mon­ 
tana, would have repealed the 
right of the states to outlaw un­ 
ion shop contracts. 
These are 
labor agreem ents in which un­ 
ion membership is compulsory. 
Nineteen states now have such 
laws. 
Organized labor had waited 18 
years until it thought the cli­ 
mate was right in Congress. 
This was supposed to have been 
the year. 
In their frustration at losing 
the No. I legislative goal on 
which they had staked so much . 
prestige and political power, 
labor spokesmen are variously 
blaming 
President 
Johnson, 
Senate Republican Leader Ev­ 
erett Mo D irksenof Illinois, who 
led the filibuster, and each oth­ 
er. 
One sign of defeat was the 
rapid disintegration of the unit­ 
ed front that warring and un­ 
friendly elem ents of the labor 
movement had built behind the 
drive to repeal section 14B of 
the 1947 Taft-Hartley Act. 
The AFL-CIO, riding a crest 
of political power in the Johnson 


adm inistration, lays the blame 
squarely at the door of Dlrksen. 
But a top spokesman tor one 
m ajor Independent union also 
blam es both Johnson and the 
A FL-C IO . 
“ He (Johnson) broke the fili­ 
buster on civil rights. He could 
have broken the filibuster on 
this on e,'' he said, adding that 
the 
AFL-CIO 
felled to 
stir 
enough grass roots pressure on 
Congress or the White House. 
“ Why 
should the President 
stick his neck out when the la­ 
bor movement wouldn't,'' this 
spokesman added. 
“ The old arm-twisting ce r­ 
tainly 
wasn't th e re ," said a 
spokesman for another big inde­ 
pendent union, in claiming the 
support Johnson gave the bill 
w asn't full measure. 
At any rate, the 1964 Demo­ 
cra tic campaign pledge to re­ 
peal 14B was effectively blocked 
by Dirksen and his band of Re­ 
publican and Southern Demo­ 
cra tic “ buccaneers" — Dirk- 
sen 's own translation of the 
Spanish word “ F ilibu stero."

NEW YORK (AP) — Econom­ 
ics is inspiring the emotional 
boost needed to send stock price 
averages to new highs. 
Econom ics took over the role 
Monday after traders had had 
their small fling at a different 
kind of emotion last week. F irst 
they sent prices down slightly 
when President Johnson's pend­ 
ing operation was announced. 
Then they sent prices back up a 
bit after tile hospital news was 
reassuring. 
All three of the popular stock 
averages 
indexes hit 
record 
highs Monday. And the jump in 
trading volume attests to the 
role that emotion may be play­ 
ing this week. 
The market is 
notorious 
for 
its emotional 
swings. 
Monday's spurt of trading put 
the price averages back where 
they were last May—and Just a 
bit higher. Tliey had suffered a 
steep decline in late May and 
through June and worried out a 
long and tedious recovery since 
then. 
Emotion played a role in the 
May-June break, too. Traders 
Jumped to the conclusion—-or 
’ boardroom gossip-thata reces­ 
sion was a distinct possibility, 
that international affairs were 
getting w orse, that a steel strike 
could upset everything. 
Today the recession seem s a 
tor-off threat indeed, with most 
officials saying that all of 1966 
now looks pretty safe. Interna­ 
tional affairs have improved in 
some particulars, with the sta­ 
bility of the British pound being 
the most recent turn tor the bet­ 
te r. The steel strike didn't hap­ 
pen. And the steel labor settle­ 
ment didn't bring as much of a 
letdown in basic industries as 
first feared. 
With un certainties over P resi­ 
dent Johnson's health now pret­ 
ty much cleared away, with the 
economy proving too strong in 
general to be slowed down by its 
few apparent weaknesses, stock 
traders were ready to push 
prices into new high ground. 
Now many are looking around 
for still fresher fields to con­ 
quer. 
The Associated Press average 
of 60 stocks Monday hit a new 
high of 348.2, with both its in­ 
dustrial 
and rail components 
setting record highs. 
The Dow Jones industrial av­ 
erage Monday closed at 942.65, 
topping the previous record set 
by its 30 stocks last May 14 at 
939.62. Dow Jones rails also 
were in new high ground. 
Standard It Poor's composite 
index of 500 stocks set a record 
at 91.37. 
Econom ics' role was obvious. 
The nation's well-being, with 
uncertainties over the P resi­ 
dent's 
health 
and 
stamina 
cleared away, has rarely been 
stronger. Almost all the statis­ 
tics that record this well-being 
were 
them selves 
at 
record 
highs. The total output of goods 
and 
services pushes steadily 
higher. So does personal income 
and 
spending, and consumer 
confidence 
is 
shown in the 
strong will to go into debt to 
finance payments on things peo­ 
ple want.

430 New Laws 
Going Into Effect 


JEFFERSON CITY 
(AP) - 
Some 430 new laws will become 
effective Wednesday, many of 
them 
far-reaching 
recom­ 
mendations of Gov. Warren E. 
Hearnes. 
There were, of course, nearly 
300 relatively minor measures, 
affecting a single local govern­ 
ment or providing a pay in­ 
crease for a single official. 
But there were big ones, too, 
breaking new ground for Mis­ 
souri government. 
As examples, take the bills 
establishing an Air Conserva­ 
tion Commission to control air 
contamination, creating a Coun­ 
cil on the Arts to bring the arts 
to rural Missouri and putting in 
the lawbooks a ban on any offi­ 
cial getting private gain be­ 
cause of his public position - 
the conflicts of interest law. 
Since all Missourians are go­ 
ing to have to live under these 
major laws - or be affected by 
them -let's take a look at some 
of them briefly. 
Conflicts of Interest - It pro­ 
vides that the governor, lieu­ 
tenant-governor and all legisla­ 
tors will have to report their 
interest in 
legislation before 
acting on it. 
It also requires 
all legislative 
lobbyists to 
report their employment and 
how they spent their employers' 
money either for or against 
legislation. 
Council on the A rts-Creates 
a council of 15 members rep­ 
resenting all the fine arts to 
conduct programs of bringing 
the art cultures to rural areas 
so the residents will have the 
same opporunity to enjoy them 
that residents of urban areas 
have. 
Air Conservation Commission 
— Sets up a commission of 
seven members headed by the 
state Director of Public Health 
to 
control 
and regulate the 
amount of contamination that 
business, industry and even in­ 
dividuals may release into the 
air. 
There’s another group of bills 
designed toprovide tighter traf­ 
fic control on the highways-cut 
down on the rapidly rising traf­ 
fic toll in death; injury and 
property damage. 
Among them are; 
Chemical Testing — Anyone 
driving Missouri hgihways is 
presumed to have given his 
consent to a test of his sobriety 
if he is stopped for suspected 
drunken driving. If he refuses, 
his license to drive can be 
taken from him. 
Vision Testing—Anyone seek­ 
ing a renewal of his driver’s 
license will have to submit to 
a test of his eyesight. Now only 
those getting a license for the 
first time have to take the test. 
Highway Patrol — Increasing 
the uniformed strength 
from 
the present 505 to 650. 
Radar Airplanes - Allow the 
patrol to use radar and spotter 
planes to detect speeders. Now 
the law requires the arresting 
officer to see the traffic viola­ 
tion before he can hold the 
driver. Two circuit court deci­ 
sion have held that use of spot­ 
ter planes is illegal under the 
old law. 
Also in the traffic safety area 
are new laws to permit Missou­ 
ri to enter into motor vehicle 
safety 
compacts 
with other 
states, increase the minimum 
limits of liability protection un­ 
der safety responsibility, re­ 
quire that motorists travel at 
least 40 miles an hour on major 
highways if weather and road 
conditions permit. 
The latter 
also provides a maximum truck 
speed limit of 60 miles an hour. 
Other bills that become ef­ 
fective Wednesday include ones 
to: 
Open all places of public ac­ 
commodation, such as hotels, 
restaurants, resorts and places 
of amusement, to persons of 
any race, color or creed. 
Perm it local 
governmental 
subdivisions to provide pension 
systems for their employes. 
Increase state aid to public 
schools. 
Perm it a doctor to report to 
law enforcement officials any 
case of suspected cruelty or 
abuse of a child. 
Establish an office of admin­ 
istrative hearing commissioner 
to be held by an attorney. He 
would conduct hearings on ap­ 
peals 
from 
administrative 
boards, such as the healing arts 
board. 
Set up a records management 
agency to cull out un-needed 
state records and store what 
rn-.st be preserved. 
Permit non-teacher employes 
of public schools to become 
mei ibers of the state teachers 
letirem ent system. 
Set the statutory school tax 
limit at $1.25 on $100 assessed 
valuation. Now it is $1 through­ 
out the state, except in St. Louis 
city where it is 89 cents. 
Provide for the abolition of the 
office of county school superin­ 
tendent in any county where he 
has less then three school dis­ 
tricts to supervise. 
Establish nine regional clinics 
for the mentally retarded. 
Set up a state tax study com­ 
mission to investigate the tax 
structures 
and 
collection 
methods of the state and local 
governments. 
Increase state aid to junior 
colleges. 
Provide for four-year college 
instruction 
at St. Joseph and 
Joplin with the state footing the 
bill for the second two years’ 
instruction. 
Let jackson county build a 
sport complex, including a big 


new stadium. 
Permit the metropolitan area 
of Kansas City to join Kansas 
in setting up a metropolitan 
public transportation system. 
Establish an inter - agency 
council on outdoor recreation to 
accept money from the federal 
government and to play ways 
to meet the increasing demand 
for 
outdoor 
recreation 
facilities. 
Missouri’s lawbooks are get­ 
ting fatter and fatter.

Congress Shuns 
Electronic Voting 


WASHINGTON 
AP — Almost 
a century ago Thomas A. Edi­ 
son tried to sell Congress on 
an electronic voting system. 
The door was closed firmly in 
his face. 
“ It’s the last thing we want 
here,” a committee chairman 
told the great inventor. “ Fili­ 
bustering and delay in counting 
the votes are often the only 
means we have for defeating 
bad legislation.” 
Since then legislatures in 36 
states have adopted some form 
of push-button voting and the 
United Nations has just put an 
electronic system in operation. 
But both the U.S. Senate and 
the U.S. House of Representa­ 
tives cling to the old system of 
calling the roll. 
And in the House, with its 435 
members, it’s a long time from 
Abbitt to Zablocki. In the Sen­ 
ate, with IOO members, calling 
the role can be as fast as IO 
minutes, but it usually takes 
longer. 
How long the House can take 
was shown Sept. 13, the day the 
House broke the record for roll 
calls. In a 12-hour, 31-minute 
session congressmen spent nine 
hours answering 22 roll calls, 
each lasting an average 24.5 
minutes. 
Rep. Ray J. Madden, D-Ind., 
estim ates the House consumed 
as many as 70 working days just 
answering roll calls in the 1963 
session that ran into Christmas 
Eve. 
Pressure is growing for some 
sort of change. A special Sen­ 
ate-House committee consider­ 
ing ways of changing congres­ 
sional procedures is hearing 
arguments on electronic voting. 
But particularly in the Senate 


there is resistance even to con­ 
sider such machines. The Sen­ 
ate hasn’t even been won over 
to the use of microphones and 
loudspeakers

In most state legislatures the 
law m akers' offices are their 
desks on the floor, and they thus 
usually are on the spot when a 
vote is taken. 
When the bells ring in Con­ 
gress for a vote or a quorum 
call, members most often have 
to journey from one of three 
office buildings, a block or more 
away, 
and there has to be 
enough time for them to reach 
the floor. 

D. R. (Billy) Mathews, 
D-Fla., argue , against electric 
voting this way; 
“ I hope the American people 
will realize that when they visit 
the House and see only 15 to 20 
of us present, there are 200 or

Change Constitution

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
states are in no hurry to write 
Into the U.S. Constitution an* 
swers to certain questions that 
have long disturbed political 
scientists. 
Questions like: 
If a president is incapac­ 
itated, how can a smooth trans­ 
fer of power be assu red ? How 


can the nation be as certain as 
possible that there will not be a 
'dangerous struggle for the reins 
of government? 
The answ ers, so far as Con­ 
gress was able to work them 
out, a re contained in the pro­ 
posed 25th Amendment, now 
before the states. 
Passed by Congress in July, 
the proposal has now been ap­ 


proved by eight of the required 
Ja 
38 states. An Associated P re ss 
w rit 
survey indicates it will be 1967 
tion 
before the amendment is ra ti­ 
fied, assuming it is ratified. 
State legislatures that have 
approved are Arizona, Oklaho­ 
ma, Nebraska, M assachusetts, 
W isconsin, Pennsylvania, Ken­ 
tucky and Michigan. 
At least 23 other state legisla­ 
tu res are to meet in regular or 
special sessions in 1966. But 
som e of these will be lim ited by 
law to considering state budg­ 
ets. A few legislatures are 
meeting this fall on reapportion­ 
ment, and the amendment could 
come up. 
But sponsors of the amend­ 
ment are making no change in 
their prediction that it will tie 
written into the Constitution in 
1967.

Viet Cong Deserter 
Weary Of Jungle 


EDITOR’S Note — R eporters in 
Viet Nam seldom get to inter­ 
view a Viet Cong defector be­ 
fore he is handed on to higher 
authorities for intelligenc e de­ 
briefings. 
Hugh 
Mulligan, 
hunting for stories near the 
Cambodian border, talked for 
nearly an hour with a North 
Vietnamese officer. 
By HUGH A. MULLIGAN 
GIA NGHIA, South Viet Nam 
(AP) — Dang Van Trong, a Viet 
Cong second lieutenant, came 
out of the Jungles on a steaming 
hot day with a few dried beans 
clutched in his hand. 
For him the war was over. He 
had had it. 
L t. Trong had been walking 
for three months and four days. 
An infiltrator from North Viet 
Nam, he left a staging area 
above the 17th Parallel with a 
platoon of 28 men. Only 18 were 
left. Ten had died in the past 
week, four of starvation. 
That in statistical form was 
'Prong’s story. How much he 
held back or how much he in­ 
vented can only be ascertained 
by trained intelligence team s. 
Trong said his orders were to 
get his men to Zone D, a vast 
jungle area IOO m iles wide and 
60 
m iles deep. Government 
troops have penetrated only its 
fringes. Tile Viet Cong is sus­ 
pected to be staging a m assive 
troop buildup there with fresh 
units infiltrated from the North. 
But Trong, a North Vietnamese 
regular, never got there. 
Instead, he slipped away from 
his men in the dense jungles of 
Quang Due Province, somehow 
made his way to Route 14, 
walked into the nearest Montag- 
nard village, and gave him self 
up. 
He was given some beer and 
rice , which imm ediately made 
him sick, and was treated kind­ 
ly by the raggedly uniformed 
popular force guards who man 
sandbagged outposts in the little 
ham let. 
Tile 
Monta guards 
passed 
Trong onto Gia Nghia, the prov­ 
ince capital, where again he 
was treated kindly and taken to 
the officers club for beer and 
rice, while waiting to be shipped 
on to corps headquarters at 
Pleiku for extensive question­ 
ing. 
Although he never heard of 
the 
expression, 
Trong 
was 
treated as a ” chieu hoi” — 
received with open arm s, which 
is what the program means in 
Vietnam ese. Hie government’s 
chieu 
hoi is designed to en­ 
courage defectors. 
When he surrendered Trong 
had on the traditional black pa­ 
jam as of the Viet Cong fighter. 
In the compound at Gia Nghia, 
where 
he 
chatted 
am iably 
through an interpreter, he was 
dressed in garrison fatigues 
which he had carried in his 
rucksack. His captors had laun­ 
dered them for him . 
Trong 
had 
lost 
so 
much 
weight 
that the fatigue uni­ 
form hung loosely. His cheeks 
w ere deeply recessed, his eyes 
dull and hollow-looking and his 
arm s thin and covered with 
leech bites. His sandals had 
been worn down at least a q u a r­ 
te r of an inch. 
Why had he decided to call it 
quits? 
Trong was hungry and tired 
and disenchanted. He said he 
had been led to believe at least 
four-fifths of the people of South 
Viet Nam were friendly to the 
Communist cause. But he found 
him self walking for weeks with­ 
out being allowed to talk with 
anyone, friendly or unfriendly. 
Some observers of the war 
doubt there is such a thing as 
the so-called Ho Chi Minh T rail, 
the se rie s of trails through Laos 
and Cambodia for infiltrating 
men and supplies into South 
Viet Nam. 
Trong had never heard it 
called by that name, but he said 
he crossed the border into Laos 
three m iles above the 17th P ar­ 


allel, walked south through Laos 
and Cambodia, then crossed 
into South Viet Nam in Darlac 
Province. 
There his real troubles began. 
His 28-man platoon was part 
of a force of more than 400 
being infiltrated at that ti me, he 
said. He never saw any of the 
others, because each platoon 
moves separately through the 
jungles, and is passed from sta­ 
tion to station. 
Tile stations, Trong said, were 
always two days apart. Each 
station knew where the unit was 
heading next, and so directed 
them , but never knew where 
they came from . Tile lieutenant 
found such security procedures 
strange in a country where he 
had been led to believe the 
Com munists 
were 
over­ 
whelmingly popular. 
A ir Force and Navy bombers 
have been pounding the jungles 
with a ir strikes for months to 
prevent Mass Communist infil­ 
trations. 
Trong never saw or heard an 
a ir 
strike during his three 
months in the jungles, but he 
knew they must be awesome 
because people operating the 
jungle stations spoke of them in 
terrifying term s. 
Tile jungles abound in fresh 
fruits and wild edible plants, but 
the lieutenant’s platoon found 
them selves slowly starving to 
death. After a lifetim e of eating 
rice, the jungle food made them 
sick. M alaria and dysentery 
killed six of his men. 
Trong used to hoard his few 
handfuls of beans and dry rice 
to keep his men from trying to 
jump him and steal his fast 
dwindling 
supplies. The few 
beans he had when he walked 
out on Route 14 were all the 
food he had left. Like the others 
he dared not pluck a banana or 
a mango from a tree. 
Tile platoon was under orders 
never to fight. Their assignment 
was to get to Zone D and avoid 
contact with the enemy before 
getting there. They never dared 
shoot a deer or kill a lizard or 
snake to eat, lest government 
forces find their cam pfire or 
discover a carcass. 
The lieutenant had gone north 
to join tile Communist cause 
after the arm istice with the 
French in 1954, but now he was 
32, w iser and weary of war. 
He spoke in an abstract way, 
as if it nolonger concerned him, 
about the island of Hainan in 
the Gulf of Tonkin. He had been 
told that 200,000 Chinese troops 
w ere waiting there to join the 
w ar. No one had told him that 
the U.S. 7th Fleet was in the 
gulf waiting for that possibility. 
He spoke of a Hanoi factory 
where machine guns and m or­ 
ta rs were stamped with Chinese 
m arkings as they came off the 
assem bly line, so that people in 
the South would get the idea 
that China was supporting the 
war in a big way. 
Finally, he spoke of the jun­ 
gles where his friends had died 
and his cause had vanished, and 
he said he never wanted to see 
those dense rain forests again.

still is in the red in world trade.

arousing contro­ 
versy, criticism and confusion 
at home and abroad. 
In the 630-member House of 
Commons, 
L abor’s 
over-all 
margin soon may sagtoa single 
vote, com pared with five after 
last year’s election. 
Yet the pollsters report Wil­ 
son has an edge over Edward 
Heath’s Conservatives ranging 
from 3.7 to 7.5 per cent. If this 
lead w ere reflected in an elec­ 
tion it would substantially boost 
Labor’s parliam entary margin. 
In the pa st year, Wil son’s gov­ 
ernm ent has survived setback 
after setback both inside and 
outside Parliam ent.

some long overdue rain have 
combined to turn the tide in 
New York City’s reservoirs. 
The city’s upstate reservoirs 
have — for the first time in 
many months — not only kept 
pace with the daily demand for 
water but have raised 
their 
levels. 
Since last Friday about 9.3 
billion gallons of water have run 
into the reservoirs from rains. 
Heavy rains over the past three 
weekends have sent 22 billion 
gallons into the reservoirs. 
This combination of gain and 
saving is a cause for “ encour­ 
agement” but not “ rejoicing,” 
Water Commissioner Armand 
D’Angelo said Monday. “ We 
still have to continue our Inten­ 
sive conservation program to 
save water.” 
The city’s water supply Mon­ 
day was 177.6 billion gallons, up 
500 million gallons from the day 
before. That is 37.3 per cent of 
the reservoirs’ capacity. 
Many billions of gallons more 
are needed to raise the reser­ 
voirs to anything approaching 
normal capacity. It would not 
be until then that the city could 
consider lifting its water use 
restrictions.

agreement on a cotton program 
October 5 after resolving dif­ 
ferences on the other com­ 
modities in earlier conference 
sessions. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture officials and 
the 
Agriculture 
Committees be­ 
lieve this four-year program 
will assure farm income 
on 
the price-supported crops of 
at least the present levels from 
1966 through 1969. 
The 
Bill as 
agreed 
upon 
assures 
a 
four-year con­ 
tinuation, with minor changes, 
of the feed grains program. 
This program has strong ap­ 
proval of Missouri farm ers. 
Major changes in the Bill from 
the current farm commodity 
programs are; 
COTTON - In effort to reverse 
the diminishing United States 
share of export sales, the one- 
price support level has been 
reduced to 21 cents a pound, 
compared to the current world 
price of 23 to 24 cents a pound. 
To offset the cut in support 
price, growers cooperating by 
reducing acreage will receive 
payments on 65 percent of their 
domestic market crop. 
Con­ 
ferees have 
set this payment 
at 9.42 cents a pound, less than 
the Senate asked; but House 
conferees went along with the 
Senate Bill in exempting small 
growers from the acreage cut­ 
backs, 
required 
of 
other 
growers, for eligibility. 
Those with ten acres or less 
allotment, and those who pro­ 
duce 3600 pounds or less a 
year, will be eligible for pay­ 
ments.

Actor Who Became 
Missionary Dies

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — The 
ashes of Gareth Hughes have 
been sent to Nevada for burial 
near the land that he loved. 
That had been his final wish. 
For 15 years he had worked 
among the Piute Indians as a 
lay missionary called Brother 
David. Few were aware that he 
had once been a movie star. 
Gareth Hughes was a Welsh­ 
man, and like many of bls coun­ 
trymen, he had a flair for the 
dramatic. He went on the stage, 
joined the Welsh Players and 
came to America with the com­ 
pany. The tour was a flop, and 
Hughes stayed on to try his luck 
in the American theater. 
One of his first jobs was on a 
tour with James O’Neill In “ Jo­ 
seph and his Brethren.” His 
memories confirmed the view of 
tile O’Neill family as portrayed 
in son Eugene’s “ Long Diy’s 
Journey Into Night.” The elder 
O’Neill was a miserly man who 
domineered his wife and two 
sons, Hughes recalled. 
Tie yov ig actor came to Hol­ 
lywood in 1919 to appear oppo­ 
site Clara Kimball Young in 
“ The Eyes of Youth.” He en­ 
joyed a decade of success in 
films, appearing in long-forgot- 
ten features with such titles as 
“Sentimental Tommy,” “ Ene­ 
mies oi Women,” “ Whi rlwind of 
Youth” and “ Tile Sky Rider.” 
Hughes 
didn’t 
survive the 
transition to sound. He returned 
to the stage, acting in the feder­ 
al theater project and playing 
Shylock at the Hollywood Hay- 
house and the University of 
Michigan. 


“ I finally hung up my acting 
robes,” he said. “ I had had 
enough.” 
His starring days had netted 
him little — “ I was never the 
kind of actor who could smell 
money.” Always deeply reli­ 
gious, he answered the call in 
1942 for a lay missionary to 
serve 
among 
the 
Ptutes In 
northern Nevada. His quarters 
were an abandoned fort; its 
most recent occupants were 
rats and rattlesnakes. 
The extent of Hughes* parish 
was 200 miles of desert land. He 
traveled by Jeep through bone- 
numbing cold in the winter and 
120-degree heat in the summer, 
christening babies, burying the 
old, and bringing the comfort of 
God’s message to tile sick. The 
selfless service of Brother Da­ 
vid became a legend among the 
Plutes. 
Hughes’ 
frail form finally 
broke under the privations of 
the desert. In 1958 he was forced 
to leave the reservation and re­ 
tire to the Motion Picture Coun­ 
try House in nearby Woodland 
Hills. 
He died last week at the age 
of 71.
